THE SHIM0N0SEKI TREATY. 



Japan Elated by the Concessions She 
Has Gained— Russian Inter- 
vention Inevitable. 



Germany May Propose to Occupy Wei- 
Hal-Wei-French Squadron 
Ordered Home. 



London, April 25.— Tho Central News 
correBponeenb in Tokio aaya the Japanese 
government watches with keen Interoet tho 
oourae of the European powers regarding 
the Shimonoaeki troaty. Tho Japanese 
diplomatiata arB not particularly apprehon- 
alvo of tho outoomo. Tho refusal of Eng- 
land to act in conoerb with Russia, Germany 
und Franco haa oncouraged the Japanese to 
believe that no atrong single polioy can bo 
agreed on by tho oountrioB that fool their 
Intereata threatened. 

Tho laab dlapatohea from Sb. Petersburg 
are hardly in harmony with tho aanguino 
viows held In Tokio. Prince Uohtomoky, 
who aooompanlod tho proaent Czar on hia 
tour in tho Eaat, haa written a long commu- 
nication to tho Moscow Viedomoatl. Ho 
declares that Ruaela's intervention ia inev- 
itable. It would bo orlminal neglecb If 
Ruaala were to allow Japan to menace Rua- 
Bia'a interests in Eastern Asia an ia contem- 
plated in tho treaty, and he expresses tho 
fear that bloodahod will be necessary be- 
fore Japan's aggressivo spirit oan bo 
checked. In commenting upon thoBO opin- 
ions the Viodomoati aaya that if England 
peraiBta in aupporting Japan against other 
European powero, Russia will retalluto by 
opening tho Pamirs question. 

The Central Nows correspondent'^ Roma 
learna that Austria and Italy have decided 
not to interfere in tho Eaab. 

Tho Morning PoBb haa this dlspatoh from 
Ub. Petersburg : "Japan haa replied 
to tho joint proteab of Ruaaia, Franco 
and Germany. Sho declares that if ahe 
should yield ahe would bo expoaod to tho 
danger of an uprising of the people." 

Tokio telegrams rcoeived in Vienna aaaort 
that when the Mikado aud Chinose Em- 
peror meet tho King of Slam will aUo be 
preaent, and a quadruple alliance of Japan, 
China, Siam and Korea will be formed. 

The Newa oorreapondonb in Parla 8aya bhe 
extra vessels of the French squadron in 
Chinese watera have been ordered homo, 
bub they may receive ordera at Saigon to 
sail for Madagasoar. 

The Morning Poet's correspondent In Ber- 
lin hints that Germany poBalbly will propose 
to occupy Wei Hal-Wei or aomo other 
Chlneae port in Japan's interest until China 
shall pay the war indemnity. 



BRITAIN AND NICARAGUA. 



Admiral Stephenson Keady to Land Bine Jack- 
ets If British Demands Are Not 
Complied With. 

London, April 25.— Admiral Stephonaon, 
commanding the warships in tho harbor of 
Corinto, haa telegraphed to the admiralty 
that other war vessels are on their way to 
join hia fleot at Corinto, and that he is pre- 
pared to land 400 blue jaokets at daybreak 
to morrow if the British demanda are nob 
compiled with by midnight to-night. The 
warahipa aro lying close to the shore in or- 
der to protect tho landing party, whlah the 
admiral saye he will cover with 29 guna. 

Washington, April 25. — Advlooa from 
Managua at midnight Indicated that Nica- 
ragua will probably not pay tho indemnity 
to-night, when tho three day a' grace expiree, 
but will allow tho British forces to occupy 
Corinto. Thia oourao will probably bo taken 
'n tho belief that it will afford timo for tho 
good officoa whioh Ambassador Bayard is 
understood to bo inatructed to exert in Lon- 
don to aecuro an extonsion of ton or fourteon 
daya' time, and, if possible, tho stipulation 
for the payment of tho indemnity in London 
inatoad of ob tho cannon's mouth In Corinto. 

Tho Daily Nows correspondent in Paris 
aayo tho British ultimatum to Nicaragua is 
trengly approvod horo, 
Tho Morning Poet will Bay to-morrow In 
a loador on Great Britain's troatmont of 
Nicaragua : " Wo must act In accordance 
ith tho ultimatum. Nobody who has fol- 
owod ovonts can Bay that England has 
ctod without Buflicieut toloranco." 



THE fcCB.OOL QUESTION. 

Parliament and Not the Government Will 
Have to Deal With It at Its 
Next Stage. 

TORONTO, April 25.— (Srooial)— Tho Mail 
and Empire, reforring to Premier Tlowoll's 
speech in tho Sonato on tho Manitoba schnol 
question, which it characterizes as a frank 
presentation of hia position with rofuronoo 
to that subjoot, Bays : " Tho Premier evi- 
dently desired Manitoba to tako tho ques- 
tion over. Lot it do this, lob it assort its 
own dignity and its own ability to aottlo its 
own disputes. Forcing it upon Ottawa will 
appoar to bo diotatod bv a desiro to ombarraea 
tho administration. But ib is not bo cor- 
tain that thoro will ho embarraaameut after 

11. Parliament, and nob necessarily tho 
government, will have to doal with tho 

uostion in its next stago, should another 

tago bo roaohod. In whatovor Bhape it 
comes up, tho opposition cannot divest itself 

f its own responsibility in the promisos. It 
thrust tho question into parliamonb and it 
muat vote upon ib." 



TOBACCO FACTORY BURNED. 

Hacdonald'a Big Estallsliment Destroyed— 
M*ny Lives Lost— Terrible Alternative 
Presented to Some Employer 

Montreal, April 25 — (Speolal)— Shortly 
after 6 o'olook thia evening flames were dis- 
covered In Macdonald's tobacoo factory, the 
largest of Its kind in Canada, oovsrlcg 
eeveral noree of ground on Ontario atreeb In 
Hoohelaga, a suburb of this city. The fire, 
which started in tho main building, made 
rapid progrese and in a ehorb time the whole 
upper portion of the building waa in (limes. 
The pUce waa crowded with employoe, in- 
oluding a large number of girla who were 
finishing their day's work and pro- 
paring to leave for their homos. 
Many of them had to jump from 
tho upper floore to save their livoa, and sev- 
eral were removed to the hospital badly in- 
jured. The firemen aoemod powerless and 
us tho fire la a 111 burning ib looks as if tho 
whole factory and adjoining property will bo 
destroyed. Tho Iobs already reaches three- 
quarters of a million of dollars and thero Is 
no Insurance. The faotory is tho property 
of W» C. Macdonald Tobacoo Co., Mr. Mao- 
donald being the tobacco king of Canada. 
No ono was killed outright or burned to 
death, but many will die. A number of 
people whoso namos could not bo ascertained 
to-nfghb sustained loea aud aorioue injuries. 

HUDSON'S BAY RAILWAY. 

Contract for Its Construction Slgned-Its 
Cost and the Kouto It Will Follow. 

Toeonto, April 25. — (Special)— Tho con- 
tract for building tho first twenty- fivo miles 
of whab la kaown &s the " Hudson's Bay 
Railway " waa algnod hero on Saturday. 
The partiea to the contraob aro the Winni- 
peg and Gteab Northern Railway Co , Hugh 
Sutherland preaident, and Donald Grant, of 
Faribault ; Foley Broa. and Mr. Guthrie 
being connootod wibh him. Under tho 
terms of the contraob the first 125 miles 
must be completed in a year and tho entire 
250 miles bo ready for traffic before January 
1. 1897. Tho contractors will furnish all 
tho labor and materials, including the con- 
struction of bridges. The total cost of bhe 
work will exceed §3,000,000. The route of 
the section of the road under oontraot ex- 
tends northwest from Winnipog, crossing 
the Islanda in the narrowa of Lake Manito- 
ba, the Saskatchewan river, and will tra- 
verse a rioh agricultural and timber conntry. 

Private advices have been received in the 
city to the effeob that the oontraot for the 
line haa beon awarded to Messrs. Granb & 
Wolley, railway contraotora of St. Paul. It 
is eald further that they will arrive here 
about May 1 wibh Mr. Hugh Sutherland, 
and that tho work will be commenced forth, 
with.

NEWFOUNDLAND'S CONDITION. 

Chances of Union With Canada Slight if the 
Colony Cannot Meet Her Financial 
Obligation. 

St. Johns, N.F., April 25.— The White- 
way loaders in both branohes of the legisla- 
ture, read a statement this afternoon an- 
nouncing that the Dominion of Canada was 
still considering the propositions of the 
Newfoundland delegates for federation, and 
adviBlng an adjournment for a fortnight 
pending the reoelpb of an anawer. This ac- 
tion is surprising to all domes and ib Is be- 
lieved thab the government has become 
alarmed at bhe extent of the opposition 
whioh is developing In the oountry against 
federation and ia trying to arrange an alter- 
native oonrae. The Telegram, a Whiteway- 
ite organ, announces a policy of retrench- 
ment and Bbriob economy, in the hope of pre- 
serving Newfoundland's indopendenoe. The 
Whitowayitea, if foroed to abandon bhe 
plan of confederation, will make an appeal 
to tho United Statea pork packers and mill- 
era who ship pork and flour to Newfound- 
land, boliewlng they will float a loan on good 
security, eo as to keep the market in their 
own hands. The Americans who are en- 
gaged In the fishery induatry on tho New- 
foundland ooaab are also expected to help, 
with the aame objeot in view. The chanoea 
of confederation have decreased greatly in 
tho minda of the party followers, though 
Premier Whiteway strenuously insiats upon 
lb, holding that nothing will bo lefb other- 
wise than bankruptcy. If the colony is un- 
able to meet the interest on the loans due on 
June 30 next, id rauab defaulb and the con- 
stitution will bo abrogated if England Ib 
ruling Newfoundland aa a orown colony.

VANCOUVER, April '-'5.— An Englishman 
who arrived hero with some £500 Bterliug 
and took a ranch between here and WeBt 
minater has gone through it all. Ha has no 
friends. For a month ho has lived on tea 
and bread alone and is too woak and sick to 
work his land. Hu says he has no relations 
to help him and is oalmly waiting to see 
what Pioviienc-; will do for him.

WESTSUKSTEK. 

New Westminster, April 25. — An at 
tempt was made by auctioneer Trapp on 
Wednesday to soil the immense acreage of 
land known as the Foord estate. The land 
was offered in five seotions. That between 
the Fraser river and Brunette street was 
offered at 40 per cent, below tho assessment 
of 1894 ; that portion on Brunette river at 
60 per cent.; that portion on Pitt river at 
40 per oent ; the Lulu island property at 
$38 and $45 an acre, and the North road 
property at from $13 to §40 an aare. There 
were no takers. 

The Westminster Presbyterians have 
agreed to the requeBt of the Home Mission 
Board not to ask for the usual $200 grant 
for missionary work, but tho Westminster 
churches ask for a grant of $100 to enable 
them to make up any deficiency in the Balary 
of Rev. C. B'.

The Fraser river rolief committee have 
held their final mooting. 

The oolaohan run continues very large. 

The city council havo forwardtd a request 
to the Federal government to grant the 
city $50,000 in aid of the proposed Fraser 
river bridge, or subsidize tho bridge $5,000 
a year for twenty years. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, April 25.— A lively fight oc- 
curred on the Jabez Howse yesterday morn- 
ing. Two seamen who left the vessel on 
Friday went aboard to secure their clothing, 
whioh had been detained by the captain. 
The seoond mate ordered them off and upon 
their refusing to go, forcibly hurried their 
departure. Police officers then went on 
board the Howse, remaining there until she 
left port. 

Yesterday morning Richard Richardson, 
generally called Dick Richardson, one of the 
pioneer minors who came from England in 
1854, died. He had boon ill for some time, 
but in spite of his great age — 85 years — his 
constitution battled strongly against his ali- 
ment. The deoeased came to this country 
on the H. B.C. barque Prlnoess Royal from 
Somersetshire, England. 

NELSON. 

(From tho Noleon Tribune.) 

Tho Hall Mines are calling for tenderB for 
their tramway. The work ia to be done 
very speedily, an evidence that the com 
piny meana to go ahead. The next thing 
for the Hall Mlnea to consider is the build- 
ing of a smelter. About seventy men are 
employed now at tho mine and small ship- 
ments of ore are being made. 

At Forty-nine Creok one monitor is at 
work. The pipes have arrived for the 
other and are being rapidly put into position. 

Prospectors are getting out on both sides 
of the Kootenay river below the town, 
attracted by the known auriferous character 
of too councry. 

The War Eagle recommenced shipping 
ore on the 9 :h inst, The I X L. looks 
better than ever. Hjtwoon thiny and forty 
tons of concentrates are awaitiog shipment. 
Work haa boon resumed on the Pilgrim and 
Monita ground. A good body of fine look 
ing ore haa been struck on the Eldorado. 
Tho ore assays $11.50. The ahaft on the 
Maid of Erin is nearly forty feet deep. The 
oro assays $16. Two fifty foot shafts will be 
Bunk on tho Groat Western. The St. 
Patrick, Mb. Hood and Only One have been 
bonded for $30,000 to W. W. MoUulley, of 
Spokane. A new 100 horso power boiler 
and a hoist of the capaoity of 100 tons a day 
havo been ordered for the Lo Roi. The 
Monto Criato, Entorpriso and Iron Horse 
have beon bonded to MoBBra. Portor Broa. 
and Weloh. Work will aoon bo commenced 
on tho Iron Horae and Enterprise. Thirty 
men are now employed on the grade of the 
Rod Mountain railway company's line. Tho 
terminus will probably bo on the Niokel 
Plate bench.

G. J. Atkina left for Chioago to-night.

Cartor & Clarko, who had a loaae 
on tho No. 1 mino at AinBworth, brought in 
a concentrator a yoar ago and paid duty 
amounting to $931 10 on the maohinory, 
although it waa aocond-hand. They endeav- 
orod to got tho duty rofunded, but without 
suooess. This week Carter & Clarke's agont 
waa notified that a ohook for $934 10 waa at 
tho custom houuo in Nelaon. It la aaid that 
Mr. Mara, tho mombor for tho diatriob, is 
ontitlod to tho credit for procuring tho ro- 
tund. 

Tho Btoamor Lytton la again running bo- 
fcwoon tho Wigwam and Northport. Last 
Tuesday she took 30 tons of oro from Trail 
to Northport and 60 tons yostorday. As 
oro is coming down from Roaaland to Trail 
at tho rate of 40 tone a day, oven now when 
the road is in bud condition, tho steamboat 
company will havo to get a hustlo on to tako 
oaro of it. Captain Troup, howovor, is a 



pretty good rustler, and the ohances are he 
will keep all the ore that is offered moving. 
The Kootenay will probably havo all the Slo- 
can ore moved within ten days. 

The No. 1 mino, Ains worth, is running 
full time, and the rise to connect the lower 
with the upper workings will be through in 
a few days. Five tons of oonoentratea are 
hauled to the wharf every day.

THE VANCOUVER MURDER. 



Poor Pomelreau's Brains Maslied Into 
a Pulp and Then Fire Applied 
to the Body. 

A Smooth Faced Unknown Who Slept 
in the Dead Man's Blankets 
and Left Money. 



Vancouveu, April 25.— (Special)— The 
Louia Pomelreau inquest was continued to- 
day, when a good deal of significant evi- 
dence was elicited. Officer Grady told that 
the axe supposed to havo been uaed by tho 
murderer was found in the Andrews cabin, 
and that Andrews said tho fire in front was 
caused by hiB burning straw out of tho bod 
formerly occupied by Pomolroau. G. L. 
Andrews, who was next called, said that ho 
oamo hero from Snohomish, in Washington 
stato, and that Pomlreau had lived with 
him for three months. He laab saw Pomel- 
reau alivo at 7 o'clock in tho morning of 
Thursday last, tho 18 oh inat. , when witness 
wont to work on a boom 300 yards from the 
oabin. When be returned at noon Pomel- 
reau's bod and blankets and other things 
were tied up ready to bo moved, and as 
Pomelreau had said he was going to leave 
that day witness thought he waa coming 
back for them. x Frank Pidgoon, who for- 
merly lived with them, came along and wit- 
ness told him that he had better go to aeo if 
Pomelreau waa gotting on the train, be- 
cause he had Pidgoon'a watch. Pidgoon 
went to the station, and two houra later 
oameback, saying he had nob seen Pomelreau. 
Pidgeon then gob bho key of the cabin, and 
in about five minutes came baok with hie 
olothes all packed up and jumped on a 
street oar and was gone. Next day he came 
back and took Pomelreau's blankets, saying 
that he thought Pomelreau took the train 
at Weatmicater the day before. Seven 
weeks ago Pomelreau got $50 from home to 
bring him there, to St. Bernard, PQ Ho 
and witness apent tbo money for drinks, lu 
two or three days, all but $18, and since 
then Pomelreau spent $5 or $6 for washing 
and different things ; and he said he in 
tended to go to Seattle by boat and work 
his way baok along the railways the best 
way he oould. On Tuesday night witneBB 
went to Mrs. Turgoon'a and asked if Pomel 
reau left any clothes there, being told In 
answer that he had lefb hiB good clothes 
Witness then made up hia mind that Pomel 
reau had not gone, and therefore notified 
policeman Johnson that something must 
have happened. The poliooman told him 
to look for Pomelreau, and ab six o'clook 
next morning he got up to do so, finding the 
missing man dead a few yards from the 
oabin. 

Dr. Bell Irving, who made tho poat mor- 
tem examination, testified that in his opin 
ion the man had been dead between two 
and four days whon found. The jaw and 
face were badly fractured in several places, 
and the skull was fractured so that tho 
brains protruded above the right eye. The 
front portion of the brain was smashed into 
pulp, with pieces of tho skull sticking in ib. 
The fire was put on the body during life or 
immediately after death, as shown by the 
bllstors on tho legs, 

After further evidence, without retiring, 
the jury returned a verdict that "Said 
Louia Pomelreau was murdered by some 
party or parties unknown." Andrews was 
taken to the lookup and will be detained as 
a material witoeaa, 

Frank Pidgeon, mentioned by Androwa 
in his testimony, is being looked for by the 
police. Ho said when he loft town that he 
waa going to one of the logging camps. 

A man slept on Saturday in an empty 
shack aomo distance from whore the body 
was found. This shaok is the one where the 
hoys got tho money previously referred to — 
$30 ia a purso. Tho boys looked into tho 
shuck Saturday morning and saw a smooth- 
f »o?d man lying on the ground rolled up In 
blankets, Af'or ho loft they found the 
money. Mr. Moroaby, who is working on 
tho oaso, followod this cluo and found tho 
blankets which had been loft behind by the 
smooth faced man. They proved to be those 
that had boon Pomolreau'e. 

Tho boys who found the monoy have boen 
quostioned by tho police. It was in a pureo, 
which thoy throw into a well. The idontifi- 
c >tion cf the purso boing all important the 
police will try to oocure it. 

Offioer McLoan, who was detailed to look 
for Pidgoon at tho North Arm, oamo back 
this ovoning without hia man. There are 
no further details to-night. Pidgoon will 
bo overtaken sooner or later, but just at 
proBont It la difficult to louuto him. 

Aftor tho body had boon viewed by aov- 
oral hundred people at Lookairt's under- 
taking rooms ib was conoigned to the grave. 
Thus ended tho first ohaptor in the details 
of one of tho moat horribly brutal murders 
that has over taken place in British Colum- 
bia.

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OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 



Opening: of the Session— Au Incident-

Newfoundland and the Dominion- 
Claims of B. 0. Sealers 
Brought Up.

Ottawa, April 20. — Parliament ia onoa 
more in session with a prospect of hard 
work for many weeks to come. Speculation 
is rife as to its poaaible duration, bat those 
who spend their time in this w&y do so to 
no advantage, te it is Impossible to foretell 
how long the country's legislators will be 
here. Since last Besalon there have beon 
many changes, " The king ia dead," and a 
new king has taken his place. The seat oc- 
cupied by Sir John Thompson since 1891 
now bolongo to another. Ia Mr. Foster the 
House of Commons has a leader who is 
worthy, in point of ability and judgment, 
to fill the high position in which he has been 
placod. It wuB a graceful act on the part of 
the members of the government to place on 
the desk of their late leader a' beautiful 
floral emblem nith the words " His memory 
green." The opposition were not alow 
emulate the ao.ion of tho ministerialists 
with regard lo their old colleague, Mr. 
Geoffrion, tho deceased member for Vor 
chereB. 

The opening day's proceedings passed off 
without any ex-riiordlnary incident happen 
ing. Tlioro wero great crowds on Parlia- 
ment Hill. Tho day was beautifully fine 
and warm, and this doubtless contributed 
in a large measure lo the success of tho out 
door proceedings. L -it week Ottawa was 
rovolling in mud ; thi i week tho dual is fly 
ing, and it was oertaii.ly a lack of foreaight 
on the part of the oivio authorities not to 
have sont out a watering cart and sprinkled 
the roadway from Government Houae up to 
the parliament buildings. The Govornor 
General, aides, troopers and flunkeys were 
all well covered with dust. His Excellency 
gob ft pretty cool reception on Parliament Hill, 
but not more so than his predecessors. An 
enthusiastic Eoglishman, near the main 
tower of the Parliament building*, oalled out 
"Three oheera for Hia Eroellenoy," but met 
with no responae, For tho next tivo minutes 
this presumptuous individual attracted 
about as much attention in his vicinity as 
the Governor-General himself. People 
looked at him at if he bad just escaped from 
a lunatio asylum. 

Ia the chamber itself there was tho usual 
crowd in tho galleries. Swelldom, for 
Borne unoxplalned reaeon, was not as well 
represented as on former occasions on tho 
floor of tho ohamber. A brilliant suito 
attended Lord Aberdeen. His Excellency 
introduced an innovation. Ho Bat on the 
throne uncovered. People wondered whero 
he hod been taking lessons in etiquette. It 
had never been noticed before. Cartful in 
quiry elicited the information that ''somo 
one had blundered." Ehe master of oere- 
moniea in tho person of Black Rod had for- 
gotten to remind His Exceilenoy that he 
must keep hia hat on. During the speech 
in French tho Governor-General oreated a 
deoided senaation. Four-fifths of those 
present In the ohamber were English speak- 
ing people ; they did not understand a word 
of French. The constitution and parlia 
mentary usage require all doouments to be 
read in both English and French. Whilo 
the Governor was reading the speeoh In 
Frenoh there was quite a buzz of conversa- 
tion through the ohamber. It was exceed- 
ingly bad form nob to listen to Hia Ex- 
cellency, but tho orowd were simply para- 
lysed when they heard the representative of 
Her Majesty interpolate this sentence into 
the middle of the French version of tho 
speech, " I won't read another word unleaa 
this talking stops." Black Rod walked 
Bharply the entire length of the ohamber, 
oalling out In atrldenb tones, " Silenoe in the 
galleries." A pin oould have been heard 
drop on the floor, so deathlike was the still 
ness. Ib waB a painful inoidenb. 

From preaent appoaranceB the debate on 
bhe Addroaa is going to last several 
days. Six members spoke on it yesterday, 
and I am free to confoes that tho speeches 
were not of a vory high order. The eulogies 
pronounced upon the late Sir John Thomp 
son by Mr. Laurier and Mr. Foster were 
beautiful. It ia questionable whether a sad 
tuBk of this kind has over been better done 
in parliament. They were the two pieces 
of oratory of tho day. As for the resb there 
was not much debate in ib. It waa mostly 
balk. Mr. Laurier had some good humored 
chaff at Sir CharleB Tupper, and he was fol- 
lowed on the aaioe Iliii by Sir P.icbard Cart- 
wright. The reliability of the ministeriol 
preaB oamo in for comment, and every tlmo 
an oppoaltlon speaker referred to Sir Charlea 
Tupper's reported expressions in regard to 
bhe Ottawa correspondents it wus groab pie 
for tho Opposition. To an old resident of 
tho Capital and one who has sab in tho gal- 
lery to the right of Mr. Speaker for muny 
years, ib was gratifying to hoar Sir Charles 
Tupper say that be had never given uttor- 
ance to tho expressions attributed to him, but 
on tho contrary tho interview wus the work 
of some imaginative Grit nowspapor man, 
who evidontly had no love for his Conserva- 
tive confreres at tho Capital. 

Certainly tho moBt Important topic men- 
tioned in tho whole debate was tho admis- 
sion of Newfoundland into tho Canadian 
Dominion. Ministerialist and Opposition 
exprossod their willingnosa to roceive tho 
lagging colony into tho Dominion. Mr. 
Laurier's observation that tho Fronph shore 
queBtion should, however, bo first disposed 
of, led to on important announcement on 
tho part of Mr. Foster, »iz: thab negotia- 
tions had so far progressed that, with the 
approbation of Franco, legislation would be 
paeBed by the Newfoundland assembly at Its 
coming Bession, under which tho way would 
be paved for tho settlement of this tiresome 
matter. It Ib surmised thab thiB is one of 
tho roaaona why no announcement has up to 
tho presont been mado as to the progress of 
tho negotiations which havo taken ploco 
with Newfoundland. In a vory short time, 
howevor, all the paperB will be presented to 
parliament, and wo Bhall soon know what 
the pronpeoto are for rounding off the con- 
federation by adding another "Gateway" to 
our groat House of tho Dominion. 

It is noteworthy thab there has beon a 
great rush of noticoB of motion in the first 
two days of tho BOHsion for measures of a 
publio character proposed by private mem- 
bers. Many of theBO possess great merit, 
but It sooma to bo an exceedingly difficult 
mattor to cot any publio bills through unless 
they nro taken In hand by tho government. 
Durlog the drat two or throo weeks 
of tbo session when tho house has 
time to consider thorn, tho bllla aro not 
ready, consequently abort sittings of bhe 
houae are in order. Then when ovory bill 
has been printed in both languages and can 
be considered, the government porhapa 
stepa in and graba tho day upon whioh such 
bills may be disousBod. The suggestion has 
boon made In tho past thab whon a moasuro 
has mado certain progress one session, pro- 
vided lb be nob the first session of a new 
parliament and tho mombor In obargo of lb 



still holds hia seat.suoh hi

Bhould be taken 
up by the house at tho stage ab which it 
s'ood on prorogation day the session before 
This would save a good deal of time and 
would facilitate the progress of many excel 
lent bills. 

By universal consent it seems thab tho 
Manitoba sohool quoation will nob bo di 
cussed on ira merits until after the deoiaion 
of tho Manitoba legislature ia announced in 
May. Those who apoko yestorday conceded 
that tho matter wsb ono which called for the 
exercise of wiso statesmanship on the part 
of tho Manitoba government and legislature, 
Indeed Mr. Laurier astonished those who 
heard him by his referenoe two or three 
times to the remedying by Manitoba " of 
the evils of whioh their legislature had been 
tho oause." There was a disposition to find 
fault ab the language of the remedial order 
as being too dictatorial, but as tho Minister 
of Justice foroibly pointed out, the message 
was couched simply in legal phraseology, 
and, said he, there was no disposition to be 
offensive to the government of Manitoba. 
As usual Mr. Laurier trimmed on the ques- 
tion. Ono canuob but admire tho easo with 
whioh be glides out of dangerous places. 
As yet ho is unpledged and uncommit- 
ted. He wriggled out of his quandury 
yesterday by stating that whilo ho was am- 
bitions enough to advise His Excellency yet 
he was nob going to advise the advisers of 
His Eitcsllonoy. With this and a fow other 
observations of a slippery naturo Mr. 
Laurier Ufc this ticklish subject, and neither 
of tho ministers who Bpoko after him entered 
on a discussion of the quoation on Ita merits. 

Col. Prior has nob lost any time in bring- 
ing boforo the governmonb the olaims of tho 
B. C. sealers, who for yeiirs havo been wait- 
ing for the money justly duo them on ac- 
count of tho losses sustained by tho solzures 
In 188G87. Mr. Earlo will heartily 00- 
operata with Col. Prior in tho representa- 
tions whioh ho .proposes to make to the eov- 
ernment. If tho Imperial authorities de- 
cline to advance the sum of $-425,000 by 
way of loan to tho BealorB, tho two membera 
from Victoria will atrongly baok up tho re- 
commendation of the B. G. Board of Trado 
that bhe Canadian government should ad- 
vance the money. 

From present appearances the government 
intends to rush business. Tho bill of fare 
presented in the Speech from tho Throne Is 
nob a vory elaborate one. Consequently 
there will bo no difficulty in facilitating the 
progreaB of government measures. The 
estimates to be down next week will show a 
great reduction, and on thia aocount there 
Bhould be less orltloism of them than usual. 
Sir Riobard Cartwright yesterday threat- 
ened that not a vote should piss before the 
end of the present fiscal year, but, whilo the 
knight of tho rueful countenance Ib apt to 
make boaats of this kind, when it comes to 
the fino point he conveniently forgets them. 
It will be a great inoonvenienco to the pub- 
lic service if the appropriations are not 
passed by July I.

A NEEDED LESSON. 

Tho Nicaraguans who believed that the 
uproar made by the jingo journalists of tho 
United States would intimidate Grout 
Britain have by this time found that they 
wore grievously mistaken. They ought to 
have known that a large proportion of tho 
American editors who prate about tho Mon 
roe dootrine know precious little about that 
dootrino, and that their influence, when the 
relations of the United States with foreign 
powers come to be considered, does not 
count for much. Those editors, unre 
strained by any serious responsibility, on 
the most trivial pretext, take an unreason 
able stand and use very intemperate language 
lb is altogether different with the United 
States Government. It has most Important 
duties to perform and its responsibilities are 
exceedingly great. Ia his dealings with 
foreign powers the Secretary of State must 
weigh most carefully every word he writes, 
and ho must not assume a position which he 
knows he cannot maintain. 

The language used by the Government on 
all important matters in which foreign 
cations are concerned la in striking 
contrast with that of the great majority of 
tho newspapers. The Nloaragunn authori- 
ties oughb to have been awaro of this, and 
they should nob have allowed themselves to 
be influenced in the slightest degree by the 
utterances of the jingo press of the United 
States. They Bhould have known that 
when onco Great Britain makes a demand 
Bhe will not recede from it without good 
reason. When she demanded $75,000 as 
indemnity for the iojurios which they had 
inflicted on Consul Hatch they ought to 
have known that she was iu earnest, and 
that Bho would not swerve from tho course 
she had marked out for herself by any 
amount of bullying on the part of tho 
jingoes of the United Statos. 

Lord Kiinbcrly's note of tho 18th should 
have oo'nvinced the Government of Nicara- 
gua that Britain was not to bo trifled with. 
This note was in reply to a counter proposi- 
tion for the submission of the wholo i(ueation 
in disputo to arbitration. Tha Foreign Sec- 
retary's roply, it will bo remembeied, was 
summed up in the sontenoo : " Her Majesty's 
Government cannot admit that there ia any 
doubt as to tho rights of tho British subjects 
and musb adhere to tho demands in my pro- 
vious noto." 

It ia believed that tho Nioaraguan Gov- 
ernment were trying to induuo tho British 
Government to make a domand for a cession 
o£ torritory in place of a payment in cash, 
If they Bucoooded they no doubt thought 
that this would afford tho United StatoB 
grounds for interfering, and they would bo 
Bavod from Buffering tho consequences 
of their own lawlessness and diarogard of tho 
rights of British subjeots. But Earl Kim- 
berly did nob propose to fall into 
such a trap as that. Groat Britain 
dooB nob wanb torritory In Nloaragua, She 
does not intend to intorforo with tho ar- 
rangements that havo booD mado or that 
may bo mado for tha construction of tho 
Nicaragua canal. She is quite satisfied, if 
that oanal ia constructed under the 
auspices of tho United States, that Bho 
will bo as froo to uso it as any other nation. 
She wants no moro than that, and she la 
satisfied that all she oxpeoto will bo accorded 
to hos as a mattor of oourso. If Groat 
Britain should oven auggoab tho cession of 
Corn Inland, whioh la noar tho mouth of the 
projeotod cinal, the United States would 
havo a pretext to intorforo. " Such action,'' 
tho Now York Herald's Washington corres- 
pondent writos, " would nevertheless bo in- 
diroably tho result of coercion on tho parb of 
Groat Britain. Honoo, as ono of tho ofli- 
oials remarked to mo to-day, tho administra- 
tion would bo compollod to atep In and pro- 
vonb by force, if neoosaary, tho consumma- 
tion of any such doal." 

By insisting on a money payment aa an 
indemnity for tho wrongs inllioted on Mr. 
Haboh, Groat Britain will avoid all un- 
pleasant and ombarrasslng complications, 



and be in a position to bring the Govern- 
monb of Nicaragua to their senses. The 
occupation of Corinto by tho Royal Arthur 
and other ships of war will oonvlnoo the 
Nio&raguana that tho British Government ia 
in earnest, and when they seo that the Gov- 
ernment of the United Statea will not lift a 
hand to save them from the punishment 
thoy so richly deserve they will most likely 
come to terms without any further delay. 
Groat Britain is not disposed to deal harshly 
with them, bub hor Government is evidontly 
determined to show them that thoy can- 
not safely diarogard thoir international obli- 
gations, and that thoy must respect tho 
rights of British aubjoots resident in Nica- 
ragua or Buffer the conscquonceB. 

Groat Britain it Booms has with hor in her 
present action with roepoot to Nicaragua tho 
sympathy of all the commercial nations of 
Europe. The time has oomo, they believe, 
when nob only Nicaragua but all the Latin 
Republics of Central and South America 
must be taught that thoy muBb pay duo re- 
gard in thoir dealings with othor countries 
to tho comity of nations. Thero are as well 
understood rules of oourtosy and fair deal- 
ing botween nations in thoir intercourse with 
oaoh other,»s there are between individuals. 
Tho Southern and Central American Repub- 
lics have an unpleasant habit when 
it suits them of ignoring those rules. 
Thoy muat be taught better manners. 

A TIMELY UTTER ANOE. 

Tho most important question now before 
tho people of tho United Statos ia beyond all 
doubt tho curroncy question. Tho un- 
stable condition of tho ourronoy of the 
Unitod Statoa exposoa its poople to all the 
ovils that accompany and flow from sudden 
and wido-spread commercial disaster. Owing 
to wanb of confidence in tho soundness and 
the stability of the currency the people of 
the United States have beon for years on 
the ragged edge ci serious finanoial trouble. 

The world has Been tho amazing spectacle 
of a people rich in all natural resources, 
and most ingenious and industrious in 
availing themselves of thoir richness— a 
nation producing the necessaries, the com- 
forts and tho luxuries of life in groat abun- 
dance — plunged into the deepest distress 
merely because they had adopted un un- 
sound money system. For the want of a 
comparatively small quantity of gold in the 
public treasury, this wealthy people have 
been seized with panic, and business has 
been nearly paralyzed. 

One consequeneo of this state of things is 
that tho oountry ia peatored with a host of 
financial roformora who bellevethat they have 
found a cure for the very sorious evils from 
which the people are suffering. Many of the 
theories advanced by these reformers are 
wild and impraotioable in the extrome, bub 
this unreaeonablenoBB does nob deter men 
from advancing them in the legislature, 
through the press, and from tho platform 
with tho utmoat zsal, and more surprising 
still, does nob prevenb their making dbciples 
by the thousands. 

Thinking citizens contemplato this state 
of things with great uneasiness. They see 
troublo ahead for the country if its currenoy 
is not placed upon a Bound baaie. Bub ib 
seems as if they have nob beon able to get a 
favorable hearing from the people. The 
advocates of impracticable schemes of cur- 
renoy reform appear to havo the floor, and, 
as far as oan bo seen, tho majority of the 
audienco ia on their aide. 

President Cloveland aoea that tho crisis is 
a serious one, and ha does iu this what he 
has dono iu other orisoa ; ho has raised his 
voice on the sido of sound and reasonable 
conservatism. 

He was nob long ago invited by a hundred 
busineas men of Chicago to attend a public 
reception to himaolf and Mra. Cleveland. 
Tho President did nob consider lb judicloua, 
or in accordance with the proprieties of his 
position, to accept this invitation, bub his 
lottor declining the invitation is worth more 
to the American people than a hundred 
after-dinner speeches, delivered by the 
ablest and moat eloquent men in tho ooun- 
try. The words ho writes aro wordB in 
season, and we are convinced that thoy 
havo now, and will contlnuo to have, an im- 
mense iufluonco for good from one end of 
tho Union to tho othor. The Proaident'a 
subject ia tho currency. Ho waatoa no 
words in unmeaning complimont. Hia lettor 
Is bualnesa from the firot word to tho laat, 
It ia, in fact, a war ory, and aa such it 
seema to bo understood. 

Tho President socb tho danger of allowing 
tho advocatoB of dangorouB systems of cur- 
renoy to go unanswered. Ib ia ovident that 
ho obaorvoa and deplores tho effoot thoy uro 
having on tho poople. Ho sayo : 

" Ib ia dangorouB to ovorlook tho fact thab 
a vast number of our pooplo, with Bcant op- 
portunity thus far to cxamlno tho question 
in all its aspects, has nevertheless boon in- 
geniously pressed with special suggestions, 
which in this timo of misfortuno and de- 
pression find willing liBtenors prepared to 
give oredenco to any acheino which is plausi- 
bly presented as a remedy for their unfortu- 
nate condition. 

" What is now moro noodad than anything 
olso is a plain and simple presentation of tho 
argument in favor of sound money. In 
other words, it ia time for the Amorican poo- 
plo to reason together as members of a great 
nation which oan promieo them a continu- 
ance of protootlon and safety only eo long 
aa ita aolvonoy ia unsuapootod, its honor un- 
sullied and tho soundness of ita money un- 
quoationed." 

Mr. Clovoland finds thab tho mon who are 
auro to ho tho greatest aufforors from tho 
commercial disasters which tho establish- 
ment of a vicious currenoy systom will bring 
in ita train aro tho workingmen and tho 
fannorB, and thab those uro the men who aro 
boing plied with tho fullacios and tho Boph- 
iatrioa of the advocatea of an unaound cur- 
roncy. Ho epoaka of thorn in hia lottor in 
this way : 

In those roabloss days the farmer is 
tomptod by tho aosuranco that thongh our 
curroncy may bo debased, redundant and 
uncertain, such a situation would improvo 
tho prioo of his products. Lot us remind 
him that ho muat buy as woll aB soli ; thab 



his dreama of plenty are shaded by the cer- 
tainty that if the pries of the things he has 
to sell is equally enhanced the oosb of things 
ho musb buy will nob remain stationary ; 
bhab the best prloes which cheap money 
proclaims are unsubstantial and elusive, 
and even if they were real and palpable he 
musb neoessarlly be left far behind in the 
race for thoir enjoyment. 

" Ib ought not to bo difficult to convince 
bho wage earner that if thero were benefits 
arising from a degouerated currency they 
would roc.ah him least of all and laat of all. 
In an unhealthy stimulation of pricos an in- 
creased cost of all bho needs of hia home 
musbbs hia portion, while ho ia at theaime 
time vexed with vanishing visions of in- 
creased wagca and an easier lot. Tho pages 
of history and exporienoo are full of theae 
lessons. 

"If reeklosa diaoontenb and wild experiment 
ahould sweep our currency from its safe sup- 
port the moBt defonoelosa of all who suffer 
in thab timo of diBtreso and national dis- 
credit will be the people, as they reokou the 
loss in their scanty support, and tho laborer 
and workingman, as ho sees tho money ho 
haa received for his toil shrink and shrivel 
in his hand when ho tenders it for tho neces- 
saries to supply hia humble homo." 

lb is to be hopod that the wlso and timely 
advioo given by President Cloveland will be 
followed, and that patriotic men in all parts 
of the Union will follow his good example 
and do all that liea in their power to expose 
the trickery of deaigning agitators and tho 
folly of brainless and ignorant tnthuaLsts 
who would havo tho people icoroaao their 
troubles by helping to establish a system of 
curronoy which is muoh worBo than tho ono 
that now exiata. 



AN INCREDIBLE STATEMENT. 

Our roBpected correspondent Ecquiror 
has attaohod too muoh importance to the 
aurmiaea and speculations of tho Nows-Ad- 
vortisor. The Finance Minister, we aro 
quite certain, would nob droam of pledging 
himself and the Government of British 
Columbia " nob to booome involved in fur- 
thor responsibilities and obligations," and 
we havo tho beab reasons for believing that 
ho can got all tho mono) ho needs in London 
withoub boing askod to enter into any auoh 
foolish and humiliating obligation. The 
oditor of the News-Advortlsor muat bavo 
mado the statemont merely for tho purpose 
of amusing himself at tho expense of his 
readers. 

Wo havo made aomo inquiries of pereons 
whom we considered likely to know whether 
or not thero ia any truth in tho NowB-Ad- 
vortisor's statement, and wo cannot find one 
who believcB that there is the slightest 
foundation for ib.

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SOMETHING SPEC|AL. 
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NEW CROCHET WORK 

IT IS AN EMBROIDERY KNOWN AS 
CANVAS CROCHET. 

- ■ 

Tills I'romlscs to Divide Ilouors With Cro- 
cheting Ovor aiulrtu— The Materials Re- 
quired Are Not Only Simple, but Inex- 
pensive Bad Easily Obtained. 

Tho now art of croohet ombroidery, 
known also as canvas oroohot, is a fresh 
proof that tho possibilities of startling 
novoltios in croohet work are by no 
means exhausted. Tho method of cro- 
cheting ovor molds has not yot lost ita 
popularity, and fresh ideas are continu- 
ally being added to this line of decora- 
tion. This does not, however, prevent 
another novelty from appoaring and di- 
viding honors with it. 

Ono groat advantage olaimod for 
croohet embroidering is that the mate- 
rials callod for are so simple, so inox-

ponsivo and so easily within roach, an 
ordinary crochet hook, almost any kind 
of wool or silksnitablo for crochot work 
and ponolope, or silk canvas, such as is 
used for Berlin wool work or noedlo 
tapestry, boing all that are needed for 
the work. Then, as to dosigns, almost 
any conventional pattoru will sorvo. 
They may bo bought already traced on 
canvas. Thoro aro plenty to bo had that 
aro entirely suitablo, although prepared 
for othor kinds of needlework. Then, 
again, no now stitches havo to bo learn- 
ed. One works on the old linos with 
this difference — that canvas is intro- 
duced as a foundation. This new factor 
in tho work produces a marvelous change 
in tho appearanco of tho finished piece. 
It partakes ontiroly of thonaturoof eni- 
broidory. 

The method of working is simple 
Largo pieces aro best worked in a firm 
embroidory frame, but smaller articles 
may bo executed in tho hand, although 
in the latter caso it will bo a littlo more 
difficult to handle the throad properly 
undorneath the canvas. The Ladios' 
Home Journal, which announces the 
advent of tho now crochot embroidery, 
also illustrates the manner of applying 
tho prinoipal stitches in use. There is 
the simplo chain stitch, which may be 
drawn through each succeeding holo in 
the oanvas, or over two or three holos 
at a time, either in straight rows, zig- 
zag, on tho cross or indeed following 
any given lines, curved or otherwise 
Then thoro is tho chain stitch that is 
worked alternately in two rows of holes. 

Tho cord stitch is also a vory showy, 
useful stitch. By elongating tho loops 
on either side over two, three or moro 
holes at a time the ground is quiokly 
and to tho uninitiated mysteriously cov- 
ored. It is merely a chain stitch worked 
over two or more divisions of tho can- 
vas on altornate sides. If worked loose- 
ly, it gives a moro raised, cordlike ef- 
feot than when drawn flat on tho can- 
vas, The. remaining stitch answers to 
the doublo or treble of ordinary croohet 
according to whother it covers ono or 
two holes in the cauvas. It can bo 
worked straight or slanting. It covers

the ground with amazing rapidity. The 
needle must bo hold somewhat flat 
against tho canvas whilo working, in 
order to keop tho top of tho stitch oven 
and firm. 

Numborod with several popular de- 
signs, sketched by tho authority quoted, 
is ono for a gentleman's braces. It is 
worked on silk canvas. Tho pattern is 
continuous. Tho edges are turned in and 
crocheted ovor. Tho braces can bo lined 
with a bright colored silk, if preferred 
to a whito lining.

A Rhodo Island housewife contributes 
this recipo to Good Housekeeping: 

Three half pint cupfuls of Indian 
cornmoal, saiiio of ryomoal, ono-half 
or two-thirds cupful of molasses, ac- 
cording to taste, sour milk onough to 
mix — it will depend somewhat upon tho 
kind of meal and tho consistency of the 
milk. It will bo better if tho milk is 
solid "bonnyclabbor" and will probably 
tako about 2 cupfuls, half a teaspoonful 
of saloratus stirrod in tho milk and a 
littlo salt Steam four hours, taking 
caro not to lot tho water stop boiling. 
Sot in tho oven to form a top crust, if 
liked. Uso no sweot milk.

What it Ship's Flags Tell Us. 

Evory ono who has watched a great 
ocean Btoamship coming into or going 
out of port has noticed that flags fly 
from nearly every masthead as well as 
from a flagstaff at hor stern, yot fow 
people understand that evory ono of 
those flags is hoistod for a spocial roa- 
son and tolls soinothing about tho ship 
and her movements. A writer in St. 
Nicholas says it is easy to learn what 
the flags tell, for thoy moan tho same 
things on all ships tho world over, but 
first wo must know tho different kinds 
of flags. 

A flag proper is rectangular, a trian-' 
gular flag is called a pennant, and a tri- 
angular flag with tho ond notched out 
ia called a burgco. A flag proper, with 
its ond notched out, is called a broad 
pennant, and a very long narrow pen- 
nant is called a coach whip pennant. 

First, thou, tho big national flag 
waving from tho short staff at tho Btern 
tolls in what country tho ship is owned 
and rogistorod. It tolls hor home. Tbon 
tho national flag at tho foremast bead 
tells tho country to which sho is going. 
If it is tho same flag as that at her 
stern, it tolls that sho is just getting 
home from a long journey at soa. Then 
at tho mainmast hoad you will see a 
flag, or a pennant, or a burgoo, which 
is not tho flag of any nation, but has on 
it lotters aud symbols with which you 
are probably unfamiliar. k That is her 
"house flag" — that is to say, tho dis- 
tinguishing flag of tho company to 
which she belongs. If you spond much 
timo on tho sea or in soaport oitios, you 
will learn many of these houso flags by 
heart. Thus tho Cuuard lino houso flag 
ia a rod flag, with a golden lion In tho 
center; that of tho White Star lino is a 
rod burgoe, with a singlo white star in 
the centor; that of tho Anchor line is 
a white burgoe, with a red anohor in 
tho centor; that of tho North Gorman 
Lloyd is a white and bluo flag, with a 
koy and an anchor crossed in tho cen- 
ter of a laurel wroath, and tho Ameri- 
can lino, owning the two magnificent 
steamers New York and Paris that for 
a national flag now fly the stars and 
stripos, has for its houso flag a white 
flag on which is a bluo sproad eaglo. 

The company to whioh a stoamship 
bolongs is also indicatod in many cases 
by the colors painted on her smoke- 
stacks. You may fool sure, for instance, 
that a stoamor with tall rod smokostaoks 
toppod with black and having two nar- 
row black rings is a Cunardcr; that 
thoso having black smokostaoks with a 
white baud near tho top belong to tho 
American lino, and that a stoamor with 
a cream colored smokostack, on each 
side of whioh is painted a red star, is 
ono of tho Rod Star lino.

SAN FRANCISCO'S MURDER. 

Attempt by Defoncn to Connect Dr. Gibson 
With the Tragedy— Durrant a 
Toronto Boy. 

San Francisco, April 25.— Oa the re- 
sumption of the Durrant examination Dr. 
Gibson was again callod to the stand, boing 
asked for a specimen of bis handwriting. 
This ho deolined to give. After some feno 
ing with counaol for the defence be wrote 
his namoon a piece of paper and at the re 
quest of counsel also wroto tho name of 
Goorgs King, which was on tho newspaper 
in which the rings of Blanoho Limont were 
inolosed, It wua evident from this that the 
dofenoo is tryine to connect Dr. Gibson with 
tho tragedy, Witness identified tho chisel 
and hammer produced by tho defonoo as 
his proporty, they being kept 
a drawer in his study. On being 
quoaUonod as to his connection with a oliurch 
in Scotland, ho stated that ho could not re- 
member the namo of tho atroet upon whioh 
it was. Ho was usked to give the location 
in tho Emmanuel ohnroh of the wash basin 
in which tho blood stainB wero found, and 
replied that it was cIobo to his study. Ho 
Siid ho ouppliod tho towels that wore used 
and they wero kept in an unlooked drawer 
in his study. Dr. Gibson corrected a state- 
ment made that the library door was locked 
on his first visit before tho discovery of tho 
girl. It was unlocked. 

W. McElroy, a new witness, testified that 
he saw a man meet a woman at 8:30 on 
Friday ovenlDg at> tho cornor of Bartlett and 
23rd streets As they passed him the man 
tbrew his shoulder around in suoh a way as 
to Boreon the woman from MoElroy'a view, 
The man alao turned around and looked at 
witness. Tho couplo stopped at the Gale 
Landing Bldo entrance. Durrant seomed to 
be a little shorter than the man ho saw. 
WitnoBS afterwards passed through a paaa 
age to tho lot in the rear of Bartlett stroot 
to meet a frtond named Bort Minnand. 
While waitlrjg thore he aaw a light in tho 
roar of the church moving around aB if from 
a candle or lantern. Whon his friend joined 
him he pointed tho light out to him. 

Minnand next corroborated MoElroy's 
statement aa to the light. The time thoy 
saw tho light was after 9.40, tho train duo 
at that time having passed ahortly beforo. 

Toronto, April 25 — Theodore Durant, in 
custody on tho charge of murdering Miss 
Williams and Miss Limont, turns out to bo 
a Toronto boy. Durant wub born in this 
city about twonty-four yoars ago, and is 
said to have worked here aa a drug ap- 
prentioo for a short time. Tho family then 
wont west and took up thoir reaidonoe in 
San Franoisco.

Ald Wilson wanted to know why tho 
Mayor did not enforce tho rules and allow 
member* to rpcak once only. 

The motion ivus put and lost. 

Ald BraQQ, seconded by Aid. Williams, 
moved that applications be called for the 
position of general superintendent and chief 
engineer of the electric light works, appli- 
cations to bo received up to May 6 

In reply to Aid. Cameron, Aid. Bragg ex- 
plain- d thut it. was Intended that the super- 
intendent th.-juld huvo the (lualificationa of 
an engineer. The motion waB oarriod. 

Ald. Maomillan moved, sccondod by 
Aid. Hall, that the construction of the filter 
beds be carried out by day labor. 

Before the discussion op-iuod the Mayor 
drew attention to sootion -10 of the wuter 
works act, of 188S, which read : " All work 
under tho commioaionoro shall bo performed 
by controot except in caeo of emergency 
whoro delay would bo injurious to tho inter- 
ests of tho city, or whero from tho naturo 
of tho work it can bo moro expeditiously 
and economically oxocutod by tho officers or 
servants of tho corporation." 

Ald. Maomillan did not think this con 
flictod with his motion. Still, as all tho 
council did not agree with him, ho would 
amond his motion to provido that only tbo 
coffer dam should bo built by day's work to 
start with. Ho mado a spoech of some 
longth favoring tho day's labor system, and 
said that if tho sowers had been built by 
day labor all the money spont on low would 
have boen saved. Ho did not balievo in 
handing workingmen ovor to tho mercy of 
tho contractors. 

Ald. liitAOd did not think that tho 
sower muddlo wbb tho fauH of tho con- 
tractors. In amendment ho moved that 
tho motion of Aid. Maomillan bo laid on tho 
tablo until such timo as tho water works 
onginccr supplies tho council with an esti- 
mate of tho coBt of carrying on tho work 
by day labor, it boing understood that tho 
wotor oommissionor and water works en- 
gineer assume tbo responsibility of com- 
pleting, within tho cstimato, suoh work by 
day labor. 

Ald. Williams favored day labor, as if 
tho work at tho lake was given out by con- 
tract thoro would be far Iobb money to go to 
tho workingmen. 

Ald. Wilson considered that oontraofc 
work was tho boat for tho oity, and so did 
Aid. McLellan, who aald ho was not going 



to bo a philanthropist with othor people's 
money. 

Ald. Humphrey did nob want to experi- 
ment on tho coffdr dam ; ho would favor it 
being built by contract, 

Ald. Hall was a day labor man, beoauae 
Mr. Jorgonsen had told him tho work could 
bo done advantageously by that means. 

Ald. Cameron was oIbo in favor of day 
labor, while Aid. Partridge took tho oppo- 
site view. 

Tho amendment was oarriod, Aid, Mc 
Lollan, Williams, Bragg, Partridge and 
Wilson voting for it, and Aid. Humphrey, 
Maomillan, Cimeron and Hall against. 

Ald. Williams complained that tho 
street sprinklers wore not oub ofton enough 
and then too late in the doy. Ho wanted 
thorn out in tho early morning hours. 

Ald Hall explained ho had ordorcd the 
aarts out, but some ono hud countermanded 
his ordor. 

It was decided to authorize tho streot 
committee to have tho sprinklers out when 
nocosBury. 

Tho counoil adjournod.
